Walkout Still On at Two Places; 
Wage Increase Had Been

| Strikes called yesterday in 10 


stores to enforce increased wage 
demands of retail meat cutters had 
ended today in all but two of the 
shops with victory for the work- 
men. 

Shops where the strike, called by 
Local No. 8&8 of the Amalgamated 
|Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men of North America, was still 
|in force were the Joseph Betten- 
'dorf Market at 2810 Sutton boule- 

vard, Maplewood, employing 10 
| men at the meat counter, and the 
| Phirty-ninth Street Market, 1803 
Seuth Thirty-ninth street, with 
three meat cutters, Arthur J. 
| Schmidt, secretary of the local, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Schmidt stated 75 per cent of the 
|local’s 1750 members in St. Louis 
and the county are now under the 
increased scale, most employers 
having signed without a strike be- 
ing called. The new scale increases 
the salary of journeymen meat cut- 
ters from $35 to $40 a week and 
|increases ranging from $2 to $5} 
a week were provided for appren- 
tices, whose scale is based on 
experience. In addition Schmidt 
said the meat cutters were granted 
a week’s annual vacation with pay 
and the Saturday’ work day was 
shortened from 13 to 11 hours. Con- 
| tracts were written for a three-year 
period. 

Shops where the calling of the 
strike resulted in quick settlement 
‘are: Kapp’s market, 1659 South 
Thirty-ninth -street; Schenberg’s 
four South St. Louis markets; Pub- 
lic Market, 2639 Cherokee street, 
and Huebschen’s Food Markets at 
6845 Gravois avenue and 2627 Cher- 
okee. Thirty-three meat cutters 
are employed in these eight shops. 


Mrs. Victor Vitale, 2921 Brannon 
avenue, died at City Hospital today 
of encephalitis (sleeping sickness).

Meyers told Switter, Lanham tes- 
tified, that guns and ammunition 
were in the office safe and that if 
he wanted them Meyers woud or- 
der a release. Lanham did not say 
whether the release was given. 

Previously, witnesses had quoted 
Chief Switter as saying he had 
“stolen” weapons and ammunition 
from Republic's offices. 

Lanham said the chief indicated 
he wanted the weapons but that 
he did not want Joe Morton, CIO 
leader, to know about it. 

C. W. Cravens, Republic sales 
employe, forced by a blockade to 
remain in the office building for 
16 days and nights, testified that 
on June 8 he saw Morton and a 
group of 25 strikers use a hacksaw 
to cut a telephone cable fnto the 
building.

West Virginia Senator Says 
Resolution Will Be Same as, 
That Voted in 1928.

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Sena- 
tor Holt (Dem.), West Virginia, said 
today he would try to put the Sen- 
ate:on recqrd against a third term 
for President Roosevelt. 

A frequent administration critic, 
Holt said he would offer the same 
resolution opposing a third term 
which the Senate approved in 1928 
and the House adopted in 1875. 

He noted that nearly 20 Demo- 
crats now in the Senate voted nine 
years ago, when Calvin Coolidge 
was President, that a third term 
would be “unwise, unpatriotic and 
fraught with peril to our free in- 
stitutions.” 

While Holt took this method of 
recognizing talk of a third term

for the President, there were ex- 
pressions of doubt from other Dem- 
ocrats that Mr. Roosevelt would 
seek.renomination in 1940. 

Senator Tydings of Maryland said 
he “took no stock whatever in the 
talk of a third term. I don’t think 
Mr. Roosevelt wants it.” 

Senator George of Georgia, said 
he was confident that the Presi- 
dent “at the proper time” would de- 
clare his position and step aside for 
another, 

Senator La Follette (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, introduced the _ resolution 
which Democratic and some Repub- 
lican votes put through the Senate, 
56 to 26, in 1928 It was virtually 
identical in wording with a resolu- 
tion which the House approved, 234 
to 18, in 1875, when Grant was near- 
ing the end of his second term. 


The Senate, after several days of 
debate, reached a vote Feb. 10, 1928, 
a few months after President Cool- 
idge’s “I do not choose to run” 
pronouncement. 

Among Democrats nof in the Sen- 
ate recorded for it were: Ashurst, 
Barkley, Copeland, Gerry, Glass, 
Harrison, Hayden, King, McKellar, 
Pittman, Sheppard, Smith, Thomas 
of Oklahoma, Tydings, Wagner and 
Wheeler.

GREENSBURG, Pa., Sept. 2.— 
The harmony of Westmoreland 
Homesteads, the 1300-acre resettle- 
ment community in the hills of 
Western Pennsylvania, was broken 
today by charges that five settle- 

- ment families were “trouble -ak- 
ers.” ; 

Project Manager David Warren 
has ordered five of the 238 families 
to leave the homesteads to which 
they had come seeking a haven 
from the depression. He %aid they 
were stirring up dissension, and 
would be evicted if they did not 
leave voluntarily. 

Ray Newhouse, one of the dis- 
missed homesteaders, retorted that 


the settlers were being evictd in| 


retaliation for their efforts to or- 


ganize a community committee. He | 


said Warren had called their com- 
mittee “communistic.” 

“The forming of the organization 
Newhouse talks about has nothing 
to do with the evictions,” Warren 
said. “We are not bucking an or- 
ganization. The only way the 
homesteaders can get anywhere is 


to organize for group action.” 
Asked why the five families were 
ordered off the homestead, Warren 
said: “For the best interests of the 
Government. This homesteads com- 
munity is an experiment. The Gov- 
ernment has definite ideas on what 
this community can mean to the 
homesteaders. If some people are 
not fitting in, the Government is 
justified in ordering them to leave. 
The contracts which the Govern- 
ment hac with the homesteaders 
can be terminated by either party.” 
The Federal Resettlement Admin- 
istration, with the persona! back- 
ing of Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, | 
opened the homesteads to settle- | 
ment in the spring of 1954 to pro- 
vide homes and work for families 
whose earning power was shut off 
with the closing of several coal 
mines in Westmoreland County. 
More than 200 white frame 
houses have been built with Gov- 
ernment funds. The homesteaders 
have been paid partly in cash and 
partly in work units.

- Munitions, Supplies Unloaded. 

The first transport encountered 
was a regular army, slate-colored 
unnamed craft of about 8000 tons, 
perthed at the China Merchants’ 
Central Wharf on Hongkew Creek, 
about half a mile northeast of Soo- 
chow Creek. Having disembarked 


/ troops, this ship was unloading gen- 


eral supplies and munitions. It was 

oteworthy that this craft, like the 
others, carried a number of Japa- 
nese sampans, probably brought to 
China to speed the disembarkation. 
However, they were not needed: 

Half a mile farther down’ the 
river, at the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
passenger wharf, was moored the 
Asaka Maru, a merchantman that 
had been converted into a transport 
with quick-firing guns mounted on 
deck. A considerable part of the 
deck cargo of this ship consisted 
of huge rolls of barbed wire, in ad- 
dition to munitions in boxes.

The nature of its 
activities here has not been dis- 
closed, 

A short distance farther down the 
river, at the Wayside wharf of the

86. It has a tonnage of about 6000 
and was, like the others, a con 
verted merchantman. 

Cavalry horses were being swung 
ashore in slings hanging from cargo 
cranes and were landed on the 
wharf front of the huge warehouse 
of Liddell Brothers. Brushing 
against the bow of the steamer at 
this wharf, near the Chinwangtao 
jetty, a headless corpse, arms tied 
behind, bobbed in the yellow water. 

Farther down the river, at the 
wharf of the Dairen Kisen Kaisha, 
was moored Japanese destroyer No. 
30 and next to it was another con- 
verted merchantman, the Taikai 
Maru, busily unloading boxes of 
munitions and army supplies. 

Traffic Mostly War Craft. 

River traffic, customarily

WORLD RECOVERY 


International Institute ‘ of 
Agriculture Says Planned

ROME, Sept. 2.—In condemning 
the restriction of crops to keep 
pace with dwindling demand, the 
International Institute of Agricul- 
ture yesterday criticised the world’s 
present economic recovery as large- 
ly artificial, a-result of government 
intervention and rearmament. 


The institute issued a report ad- 
vocating that €o-ordinated expan- 
sion replace crop scarcity measures. 

“Unless the world is to acknowl- 
edge utter intellectual and moral 
bankruptcy and admit its planned 
economy is a ystem of bold eco- 
nomic suicide, it eventually—and 
the sooner the better—must change 
the direction of its planning ef- 
forts,” said the report. 

“Instead of leveling down, it must 
begin to plan co-ordinated expan- 
sion for employing the services of 
science and technique to the satis- 
faction of human needs.” 

The report commented briefly on 
United States conditions. 

“The attempt by the United States 
Government in 1934 to achieve a 
reduction in tariffs and trade re- 
strictions through bilateral com- 
mercial agreements, though it has 
produced few such treaties based on 
the most-favored nation clause, 
could not be said to have succeeded 
to a marked extent.”

AGAINST HOLDING LAW 


‘Argue Against Validity of 
| Clause Requiring Registra- 
tion With S E C.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—The Elec- 
‘tric Bond and Share Co. and the 
‘companies associated with it in 
‘challenging the constitutionality of 
the Public Utility Holding Com- 
pany Act of 1935, filed an appeal 
‘yesterday in the United States Cir- 
‘cuit Court of Appeals from the 
decision last January of Circuit 
Judge Julian W. Mack, which up- 
‘held the legality of the registra- 
‘tion provisions of the act. 

Among the 26 associated appel- 
lants are several of the larger util- 
ity holding companies, including 
American Gas and Electric, Amer- 
‘ican Power and Light, National 
| Power and Light, Electric Power 
and Light, and the United Gas Cor- 
| poration. 
| The enforcement of the 1935 leg- 
‘islation has been held in abeyance 
pending a final decision on its con- 
stitutionality by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Basis of Appeal. 


In arguing*that Congress exceed- 
ed its power in requiring public 
utility holding companies to reg- 
‘ister with the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, and that there 
‘was no constitutional authority for 
Congress to regulate a holding com- 
pany’s ownership of operating 
units, the brief filed in support of 
|the appeal said: 3 

“The entire regulatory system is 
'directed towards ‘the public inter- 
(est and protection of investors or 
consumers.’ Its object is stated to 
be to ‘eliminate the evils’ of hold- 
‘ing companies which are engaged 
in business or in activities which, 
affect or burden interstate com- 
| merce—not to regulate that com- 
/merce, or evils which affect such 
| commerce, but to purify the hold- 
ing gompanies themselves by de- 
stroying them, or at most permit- 
ting to those not destroyed a lim- 
ited existence conditioned on abso-; 
lute control. 

“The jurisdictional definitions 
have no relation to interstate com- 
merce. The act is directed against 
ownership of a particular form of 
evidence of title and its control by 
the owner. The regulations and 
_the prohibitions are directed to the 
enjoyment ‘of the property rights 
which go with that ownership. The 
objective is the destruction of that 
ownership. 

| Northern Securities Decision. 

| “That the ownership and voting 
.of stocks of corporations operating 
in different states, even though 
they are engaged in interstate com- 
merce, is not interstate commerce, 
| has never hitherto been questioned, 
but has been accepted as settled 
law ever since the decision of 
Northern Securities Co. vs. United 
States.”

DAM AND LOCKS 
NEARLY FINISHED 


Removal of Last Cofferdam 
Protecting ‘$12,887,000 
Job Will Be Started With- 
in Two Weeks. 


STILL TO BE\DONE 


Barrier in River Will Not 
Be Closed Before Spring 
Because Flowage Rights 
Are Partly Obtained. 


The $12,887,000 bottom step at 
Alton of the Federal Government's 
$155,000,000 “staircase” in the Upper 
Mississippi River has been virtually 
completed. It is the biggest dam in 
the series of 26 extending from Al- 
ton to Minneapolis-St. Paul, Minn., 
in the gigantic undertaking ta as 
sure a constant navigation channel 
by creating quiet pools at gradu- 
ated levels. 

Removal of the ‘ast cofferdam 
protecting the work will be started 
within the next two weeks and will 
require about three weeks. The 
1724-foot dam proper has been com- 
pleted, except for the final painting 
of metal and the deposit of big 
stones on the downstream side to 
maintain the river bed. 

The main lock, on the Alton 
shore, has been in use for several 
years as a traffic channel, with the 
gates constantly open. The shorter 
auxiliary lock adjoining it is 95 per. 
cent finished. 

Power Bids on Sept. 11. 

Although the present contract, on 
which work started last December, 
does not requiré completion before 
Feb. 15, it is expected to be finished 
by Oct. 15. On Sept: 11 the Army 
Engineer Corps, which is the build- 
er, will receive bids for the power, 
control and lighting aystem, to be 
ready by March 1. The dam will 
not be closed before next spring, 
because flowage rights for the 38-. 
mile pool to be created are only 
partly obtained so far. Removal of 
timber and other obstructions in 
the pool site will start this au- 
tumn.,

But, He Stipulates, the 
Rebel Organizations Will 
Have to Return Uncon- 
ditionally.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 2. 
—William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, said 
today the A. F. of L would wel- 
come back the 10 suspended C I O 
unions if they returned without con- 
ditions. The CI O unions have not 


been participating in A. F. of L 
transactions since their suspension, 
although they never have _ been 
finally éxpelled. 

Their return, he said, would be 
the first step toward reuniting the 
American labor movement, divided 
into two warring camps since John 
L. Lewis started the Committee for 
Industrial Organization in No 
vember, 1935. 

If the C I O unions took this 
step—and Green said he doubted 
they would—the next move toward 
peace, he said, would be appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of A. 
F. of L. and CI O leaders to work 
out a settlement. 

“I recognize that there would 
be many complicated problems to 
be solved,” Green said. “The hard- 
est of these probably would result 
from the C I O’s recognition of dual 
unions in the radio and electrical 
and shipbuilding industries. Those 
unions never belonged to the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Rival Union Activities. 

“The Radio & Electrical Workers’ 
Union (C I O) is trying to organize 
the territory that belongs,to the 


International Brotherhood of Elec-- 


trical Workers (A. F. of L.), the 
Marine and Shipyard Workers 
(C I O) is trying to enroll the 
workers who should go into various 
metal trades unions (A, F. of L.). 

“On the other hand, we have or- 
ganized textile workers, metal 
miners, ladies garment workers, 
and have chartered the Progressive 
Miners of America, all in territory 
claimed by the C I O unions. 

“There would be dozens of these 
problems, some hard and some easy. 
But I think there are men big 
enough on each side—John Lewis, 
Sidney Hillman, Matthew Woll and 
Dan Tobin, just to name a.few — 
to solve those problems once the 
C IO leaders decided to try. 

“Let them come back without 
conditions and take their places 
at the American Federation of 
Labor convention. Let them come 
back just as they are, with their 
increased membership. We will 
recognize them, with their increased 
voting strength, and tell them to 
take the places they left. 

“The issue of craft versus indus- 


trial unionism would still- remain.. 


But we could fight it out in the 

true democratic way within the 

family of labor—not between two 

warring groups as we are fighting 

today. 

Settlement Difficulties Increase. 
“The longer this fight goes on, 


“the more complicated the issues 


‘become. It would be harder to set- 
tle today than it would have been 
a year ago. It will ve still harder 
a year from now.” 

Lewis and his associates formed 
C I O after the Federation con- 
vention in 1935 voted, 2 tc 1, against 
Lewis’ proposal to organize all the 
workers in each big industry into 
one big union, without regard to 
traditional craft lines. 

The C I O’s announced purpose 
was to carry out Lewis’ convention 
proposal despite its defeat there. 

The Federation’s executive coun- 
cil, then found Lewis and nine 
‘other C I O union leaders guilty of 
“insurrection” and suspended their 
unions.

CHILE URGES LEAGUE REFORM 
BE CARRIED OUT AT ONCE 


Note to Geneva Protests Against 
Delay, Stresses Need for a 
Universal Body.

Chile sent a note fo the League of 
Nations yesterday _— protesting 
against delay in carrying out re- 
form of the league.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 2.— 
Picket lines of American Federa- 
tion of Labor teamsters in automo- 
biles virtually isolated the San 
Francisco waterfront from inland 
commerce yesterday in an effort 
to force a showdown in a contro 
versy with members of Committee 
for Industrial Organization unions. 

‘Teamster leaders announced the

assistance in Missouri

The origi- 
nal plan, however, did not prove 
satisfactory in operation, and as a 
result of suggestions growing out 
of a study of the State old-age as- 
sistance administration made by the 
Social Security Board last spring, 
new legislation was passed by the 
1937 session of the State Lezgisla- 
ture. 


Based on New Law. 
The plan approved today is 
based on this new law, which creat- 
ed a Social Security Commission to

The Social Security Commission, 
which consists of five members ap- 
pointed by the Gevernor with the 
consent of. the Senate, supersedes 
the Board of Managers of Elee- 
mosynary Institutions as the State 
agency, and County Social Security 
Commissions of four members; se- 
lected by the State Commission 
from lists prepared by the county 
judges, act as local agencies’ in 
place of the former County Old- 
Age Assistance Boards. 

A State Administrator, named by 
the Governor and approved by the 
Senate, acts as executive officer 
of the State Commission. The Com- 
mission’s activities are carried on 
through four divisions—finance, re- 
search and statistics, child wel-

MAY KEEP PROCESSING TAXES 


Judge Reeves at Kansas City Rules 
Washburn-Crosby Need Not 
Refund $2,000,000. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 2.— 
United States District Judge Albert 
lL, Reeves ruled today that the 
Washburn-Crosby flour mills may 
retain approximately $2,000,000 in 
processing taxes and are not re- 
quired to redistribute it among bak- 
ers. Washburn-Crosby has head- 
quarters in Minneapolis. 

O’Connor-Bills, Inc., and other 
bakers had sued Washburn-Crosby 
for recovery of the $1.38-a-barrel 
processing tax paid under the now 
invalidated Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration. 

Judge Reeves sustained a motion 
of Washburn-Crosby to dismiss the 
suit. He held in a memorandum 
opinion that the contract between 
the flour company and the bakers 
provided for adjustment of pay- 
ments in case of a decrease in the 
processing tax, but not for reim- 
bursements should the AAA bé 
held unconstitutional.

Views on British Labor. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECENTLY you quoted from the col- 
umns of the New York Times Maga- 
zine an article from the pen of its London 
correspondent, concerning legislation for 
settling labor disputes. 

Sir Josiah Stamp was here a few 
months since and told something of the 
same law. He stated that the member- 
ship of the British labor groups had 
dropped from 8,500,000 a decade or so ago 
to 3,500,000 today, and that the reason 
for the decline was the prosperity of the 


_ British workman, who was doing so well 


he did not need organization. However, 


this statement stands uncorroborated by 
any British labor authority and may be 


considered an expression of opinion. 

This British labor legislation was put 
over on labor by a burst of Tory strategy 
some years ago. Authoritative writers 
on labor questions in England say that 
these laws today do not by any means 
have the approval of a large part of the 
labor element there. It is apparent it is 
approved, however, by both the British 
and local Tories and will be utilized 
against the live labor movement of the 
CIO to deprive it of Virility and reduce 
it to impotency. op 

Some months ago, there was a strike 
, These expert me- 
chanics, the news report said, were being 
paid $16 per week, and they had to strike 
to attempt enforcement of a demand for 
1 penny (2 cents) an hour increase in 
wages. In an eight-hour day, that would 
mean 16 cents per day increase. Work- 
ing 50 weeks steadily (which these work- 
men have not been doing), they would 
earn $860-per year. Yet Sir John Orr 
says that the least a British family of 
3.7 persons can expect to live on is $1570 
per year. — 

Sir John Orr shows that the average 
height of the boys in the common schools 
of Great: Britain, attended by poor chil- 
dren, was six inches less than the sons 
of wealthier people. The undersized 
youngsters are those of working people. 
This authority goes on to show remark- 
able figures on health variations be- 
tween school children of poor and 
wealthy families, including incidence of 


disease, etc., which shows that Britain's 


masses are in very poor condition. 

The United States labor movement at 
times has been virile and active, but for 
years prior to emergence of the C I O, 
had been dead on its feet. Plump, sleek, 
well-fed, pink-faced leadership has re- 
duced labor to the Fabianism and innoc- 
uousness of British Laborites. The hope 
of the American laboring man and those 
who would work lies in working and vot- 
ing together, whether they are members 
of the A. F. of L. or CI O.. 

Let Mr. Green and Mr. Lewis get into 
a ring and fight out their personal griev- 
ances, but if laboring men do not stick 
together, they will get stuck separately.

in the conflict between Japan and China? That is 
the major problem of foreign policy troubling Wash- 
ington today. 

The Government is withholding application of the 
act, and the delay may be justifiable on technical 
grounds. The law authorizes its use “whenever the 
President finds that there exists a state of war be- 
tween, or among, two or more foreign states.” In 
the usage of diplomacy, no war exists in this in- 
stance, for neither Japan nor China has declared 
or acknowledged a state of war. But to the man 
in the street, the spectacle of armies hurled against 
eact other, slaughter of non-combatants in bombing 
raids, destruction of cities and forcible seizure of 
territory is full-fledged war. 

What would be the results of invoking the act? 
They would be almost wholly to the advantage of 
Japan, making this country in effect an ally of that 
country in its murderous aggression against its 
neighbor. The first step would be to cut off ex- 
ports of munitions to either side. But Japan has huge 
arms factories, and has accumulated a vast store of 
munitions. China has no such factories; all its 
weapons of self-defense must be purchased abroad. 
Can an embargo in such circumstances be called 
“neutrality”? | 

The second step would be to invoke the cash- 
and-carry clause; that is, to forbid the transporta- 
tion by American ships of a long list of raw materials 
and finished products. This, too, would react enor- 
mously in Japan’s favor. That country has an ex- 
tensive merchant marine; China, practically none. 
The consequences of these two steps alone would 
be a virtual embargo against China as it fights for ex- 
istence, for the United States is the chief Chinese 
source of supply in many categories. 

Realization of these facts is helping stay the hand 
of Washington. On the other hand, there are grave 
potential consequences if the act is not invoked. 
Shiploads of airplanes and munitions already have 
left American ports for China. Should one of these 
vessels be sunk or intercepted by the Japanese, a 
dangerous crisis would arise. To prevent that very 
hazard, which figured so heavily in this country’s 
entry into the World War, was a major purpose of 
the neutrality legislation. 

There are indications that application of the law 
cannot be long delayed, no matter what the wishes 
of Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Hull. Japan has proclaimed 
a blockade of an 800-mile stretch of China’s coast, an- 
nounced at first as applying only to Chinese vessels, 
but amplified a few days ago to include the right of 
searching foreign ships. This is perilously near a 
notice that warfare exists, though diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries have not been for- 
mally severed. 

The present dilemma was implicit in the terms of 
the Neutrality Act. As we pointed out at the time of 
the original measure’s passage, the act favors the 
nation dominant on the seas in any foreign war. En- 
gland would be benefited in the event of a European 
conflict. The Spanish rebels have profited by its ex- 
tension to civil war, for their Fascist allies Keep 
them supplied with munitions while most foreign 
markets are closed to the loyalists. 
materially handicapped when the act was applied in 
the war on Ethiopia. 

The Neutrality Act was the result of a unanimous 
national sentiment to prevent America’s entangle- 
ment in another foreign conflict. The motive was 
clear; the method proves to be a fumbling expedient. 
Whether or not the act is invoked in the Far Eastern 
war, there will still remain the danger of complica- 
tions involving this country, through attacks upon 
American nationals, vessels or property. The conflict 
proves again the fact that war anywhere in the world 
is a threat against all nations. 

This obvious fact was ignored 
Neutrality Act. 
security has broken down throughout the world, it is 
the only line along which action could be taken, 
though its failure is attributable in large part to 
American non-participation. But if a strong League 
of Nations, supported by the United States, existed 
today, the way of the transgressor would be hard, 
instead of being marked only by the formal protests 
and diplomatic notes of other nations. 

A complete economic blockade of Japan would have 
been launched as soon as its troops began their ag- 
gression in China’s Northern provinces. The United 
States would have done its part, and without danger 
of war, for even a militaristic nation like Japan 
would not dare to fight the world. By this time, Japan 
would be subdued, Shanghai would be intact instead 
of in ruins, the sovereignty of China would be safe.

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LESSON TO BUCKETSHOPPERS. 

A Federal jury at Atlanta, Ga., has convicted four 
‘men and two companies for violating the National 
‘Securities Act by engaging in bucketshop operations, 
at a cost to customers of more than $1,000,000. 

The system used, according to the Government, was 
to boost the price of an inactive stock by wash sales 
between the affiliated companies. The customer 
bought the issues at peak, or near-peak, prices, it was 
contended, and the companies would unload their 
holdings at the high prices, leaving the customers 
to suffer losses when the prices dropped, due to lack 
of buying activity. 

In recent weeks, the Securities and Exchange Com. 
mission, charged with administration of the act. 
suspended Michael Meehan from the stock exchange 
for manipulation, and obtained an injunction re- 
straining E. L. Cord from manipulation of securities. 
|Cord and Meehan were charged with activities of the 
kind that were practiced with impunity in the hectic 
‘days of 1929 and before. 

A few more such incidents will convince the bucket- 
shoppers and market manipulators that they are 
monkeying with a buzz saw.

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THAT STATIONERY CONTRACT. 

At the request of 14 Missouri wholesale paper job- 
bers, Gov. Stark has ordered Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick to investigate the letting of the State’s sta- 
tionery contract to the Graham Paper Co., which has 
had this business for more than 20 years. The 
contract was negotiated by the State Printing Com- 
mission, consisting of Secretary of State Dwight H. 
Brown, State Auditor Forrest Smith and State Treas- 
urer R. W. Winn. Smith and Winn are also members 
of the State Board of Fund Commissioners, and are 
under fire for the private sale of Missouri bonds to 
a Kansas City firm, by which the State may lose 
more than $50,000. 


the State Printing Commission declines to hold up 
the contract, as the Governor suggested. Speaking 
for the commission, Mr. Brown says the contract is 
valid and the commission will stand on it, “all vaude- 
ville solos to the contrary.” Since Brown, Smith and 
Winn are elective officers, they are independent of 
the Governor. He cannot control their actions. 

The paper companies charge that “the peculiar cir- 
cumstances under which this contract, and others, 
have been placed year after year indicate an obvious 
intention to discourage and prevent real competition, 
as will best be evidenced from the fact that the con- 
tract has been placed with only one bidder and the 
bid so constructed as to prevent any intelligible un- 
derstanding of what was actually required by others 
than the bidder who has been «continuously pre- 
ferred.” 

Notwithstanding the Printing Commission’s refusal 
to heed the Governor's request to hold up the con- 
tract, Mr. McKittrick is at liberty to conduct a thor- 
ough investigation, which should result in determin- 
ing the fairness or unfairness of the award to the 
Graham Paper Co. 

The incident suggests two interesting points: 

1. A bill which would have made the Governor 
and Attorney-General members of the Printing Com- 
mission was killed by a Senate committee at the last 
session of the Legislature. Who killed it, and why? 
Was it killed by the same unseen hand that knifed 
another bill requiring the public sale of State bonds, 
which would have made impossible such transactions 
as the Baum, Bernheimer deal? 

2. Why should the heads of administrative depart- 
ments in Missouri like State Auditor and State Treas- 
er be elected instead of appointed? These men form 
the Governor's Cabinet and, as in the national Gov- 
ernment, should be responsible to him, so that the 
Governor, in turn, can be held responsible by the 
people. Long ago, Gov. Caulfield suggested this con- 
dition be remedied, but, as in the case of other ob- 
vious needs of the State, nothing has been done. 
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THE DE VOTOS DIVVY UP WITH THE LAW. 

George J. De Voto and his brother Nicholas figured 
only incidentally in the news the other day, but close 
readers found in their experience with the law's ava- 
rice and delay an illustration of one reason why the 
law and the courts lack some of the esteem which 
should be theirs. 

George and Nicholas could not agree, back in 1924, 
on how much interest each had in the home in which 
they had invested their savings. So George hired a 
lawyer. A partition suit was filed to liquidate their 
common investment and provide for an equitable dis- 
tribution between George and Nicholas, then the only 
claimants to the property. Ultimately, the suit was 
‘decided and last June the home was sold, for a net 
price of $2456. : 

But George got not a dime of that money, and 
neither did Nicholas. Moreover, George is facing evic- 
tion from the house. Someone else owns it now. 

What dragged George and Nicholas into the news 
was the suit filed by lawyers and others who had part 
in the litigation, to collect fees and expenses of $2333. 

And if, as is stated, the defendant in the suit, one 
of the law’s functionaries who is now dead, lost the 
money betting on horse races, maybe George and Nich- 
Olas between them can manage a sardonic grin. Our 
reporter confides that George can't, but he doesn’t 
know about Nicholas.

Future of the Movies 


Country shows eagerness for best quality films, but still not more than 10 per cent of 
output can be termed “excellent,” says liberal journal; criticises failure of Holly- 
wood to develop own art form or portray life in present-day terms; sees hope, how- 
ever, in cinema appreciation classes in schools and work of civic film-rating groups.

INETY MILLION Americans—more 

N than the combinéd enrollment of all our 
schools and churches attend motion pic- 
ture theaters every week. This fact, togeth- 
er with the potent influence of the movies 


in shaping popular thought and feeling, 
makes the screen program for the coming 
year a matter of largest importance. 

The producers announce some 500 to 600 
feature-length pictures for the 1937-38 sea- 
son. Scanning their titles and source materi- 
als, and keeping in mind the record of the 
last few years, it can be reasonably pre- 
dicted that from 5 to 10 per cent of the total 
will be of A grade, 40 to 5O per cent of 
B grade (just average program pictures, 
without distinction); and the rest, about half 
the total output, of C grade, cheap and 
trashy films known as “quickies.” 

The most hopeful aspect of the situation 
is that a few of the producers, Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer in particular, seem to have be- 
come convinced that the American people 
are eager to patronize the best in quality. 
Their contention a few years ago was that 
the literary classics and the other socially 
valuable stories would not pay. The box- 
office record of the 1936-37 season telis a 
different tale. 

Such pictures as “Captains Courageous,” 
“Wee Willie Winkie,” “The Good Earth,” 
“Mr. Deeds Goes to Town,” “The Story’ of 
Louis Pasteur” and “Maytime” stand very 
near the top of the list in profit as well as 
in quality. When more of the producers 
understand that their ultimate prosperity 
depends upon. the cultural unity and prog- 
ress of the people, we may expect a higher 
proportion of these grade A pictures. 


* + . 
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Next on the cheerful side is the fact that 
the Joseph I. Breen office in Hollywood, 
which administers the so-called “Code of 
Ethics,’ is showing a steady increase in ef- 
fectiveness. It has purged the screen of its 
overt indecencies. It can never free it from 
sentimentality, mawkishness, insincerity or 
false standards of human values. 

Its most recent constructive contribution 
has been the demand that producers elim- 
inate from their pictures the over-abundance 
of drinking. The cause of this over-abun- 
dance has been primarily the laziness of di- 


rectors who had to think up something for 


players to do with their hands. The direc- 
tors are now asked to think a little harder. 
Further, the Hays office announces that 
the industry is about to make an adventure 
into the non-theatrical fi@d with 16-millime- 
ter films for use in schools and churches. 
The industry has made a grant of $50,000, 
and the General Education Board has con- 
tributed $75,000 more to finance the project. 
A national distributing agency will be set up. 
Finally, on the hopeful side, three factors 
are exercising a vital influence on the dis- 
crimination of the public and its vision of 
what the movies might be. One of these is 
the increasing number of classes in motion 
picture appreciation in high schools and 
colleges. More than 300 teacher-training 
institutions and several thousand schools 
now offer such classes as a part of their 
regular curricula. Boys and girls are taught 
the difference between good and poor di- 
recting, acting, writing and photography. 
The second factor is the faithful work 


carried on by churches, women's clubs, film 
councils and the religious and educational 
press through forums, study groups, articles 
and appraisal lists. Typical of such or- 
ganizations are the Finer Films Federation 
of New Jersey, the Cleveland Cinema Club, 
the Educationa] and Recreational Guides of 
Newark, N. J., the Motion Picture Research 
Council and the National Council for Pre- 
vention of War. The third factor is the 
growth of the use of civic and artistic films. 
* e * 


On the other hand, these further facts: 


cannot be omitted from a candid view of the 
motion picture outlook: 

1. No appraisal service, independent of 
the industry, recommends more than a 
third of, the picture output as worth seeing, 
or more’than 10 per cent as excellent. 

2. Block-booking and blind selling still rob 
the exhibitor of his right to select good and 
reject poor pictures. 

3. No picture (except for Universal’s “The 
Road Back,” which, in spite of changes in 
Hollywood, has already been banned By Ger- 
many) is announced for the coming year 
that Hitler or Mussolini is likely to-op- 
pose. Forty per cent of motion picture prof- 
its come from foreign sales. 

4. The industry’s tentative and timid ven- 
ture into the creation of non-theatrical films 
for school and church use is a long-delayed 
and pitifully inadequate recognition of its 
responsibility in this field. 

5. The producers as yet ‘show little in- 
clination to develop their own art form, but 
depend for their most serious efforts upon 
adaptations of the literature and drama of 
bygone years. The novels and stage plays 
from which they draw their best materials 
do not represent what the race dreams and 
desires for its future. They represent rather 
what it dreamed and desired 20, 30 or 50 
years ago. More realistically yet, they are 
the novels and plays that made most money 
in those decades. 

Even so, they mark a distinct advance 
over the sex and gangster pictures of a few 
years back. That step gives hope that some 
day we may see motion pictures that bring 
an artist’s insight to the struggles of the 
present, particularly those -social struggles 
which touch every human life with the fin- 
ger of destiny. 


MISSOURI’S NEGLIGENCE.

LLINOIS took a step ahead when it passed 

its eugenic marriage laws. But what of 
Missouri? 

Not only did Missouri’s legislators fail to 
pass such a law, but Missouri is the main 
offender in aiding Illinoisans who evade the 
laws and come to Missouri to be married. 

It is a good commercial proposition for 
many Missouri towns, but, whether it means 
more profits or not, it is wrong for any of- 
ficial to issue a license to an Illinois couple 
trying to break the law. No couple that 
plans to be married should have any objec- 
tions to having a thorough examination.

press.” 

“All but the new newspapers,” 
Forrest said, “are on the alert every 


day guarding the canons of good 
taste in print and pictures, fighting 
relentlessly against inaccuracy, 
seeking to get both sides of the 
story, striving to publish the kind 
of newspaper you wauld like to 
have come into your homes.

“It is regrettable,” he said, “that 
the ranks of labor are divided, not 
on a matter of principle, but on 
policy and immediate methods of 
attaining that policy.” 

Concern of Organized Society. 

Stanley W. Root, director of the 
Regional Labor Relations Board of 
Philadelphia, asserted the “right to 
work” was a concern of organized 
society. He claimed that social se- 
curity, unemployment insurance 
and the surplus profits tax were 
three ways in which the Govern- 
ment was attempting to handle the 
problem. 

At a symposium on “unifying in- 
fluences in a democracy” Henry 
Haskell, editor of the Kansas City 
Star, offered six factors which he 
asserted were essential in and for 
the continuance of democracy. He 
listed these as education, a common 
background of ideals, a sense of 
decency, faith im leadership and 
the qualities of compromise and 
tolerance and social justice.

TOURISTS IN 
70 BE DISCOURAGED 


Unexplained Refusals of Visas 
Indicate Return to Tradi- 
tional Policy. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 
By Staff Correspondent in Moseow. 


The extent to which visas to en- 
able tourists to enter Soviet Rus- 
sia are being refused for no evident 
reason has been demonstrated sev- 
eral times during the present sum- 
mer. The latest noteworthy case oc- 
curred when the Swedish-American 
liner Gripsholm arrived at Lenin- 
grad on Aug. 11 with 420 passen- 
gers, mostly Americans, who had 
visited Scandinavian and_ Baltic 
ports and were being taken to Mos- 
cow for the usual whirlwind two- 
day round of sights under the 
watchful eye of Intourist. 

When the ship left Stockholm it 
carried, as usual, a Soviet represen- 
tative, who issued a landing-card to 
each passenger who had applied for 
a Soviet visa before leaving on the 
cruise. On arriving at the Lenin- 
grad port the tourists presented 
the cards to officials of the Com- 


missariat of Internal Affairs, who 
stamped the cards for admission 
end required the passengers’ to 
surrender their pagsports until they 
returned to the ship. Fifteen of the 
passengers found, however, that 
their cards could not be stamped 
and they could not go ashore. 

No reason is ever given in such 
cases, and on this occasion, as with 
virtually all of the tourists on 
cruises, no reason was apparent or 
could be fathomed. In some cases 
men or women were given petmis- 
sion while their wives or husbands 
were refused. The Gripsholm had 
on board three persons with the 
same surname, al! unrelated and all 
from different places. All three 
were denied permission to enter. A 
similar disposition to pounce on a 
family name which in all probabili- 
ty has some distasteful connota- 
tions in the dossier of the Secret 
Police has been shown before, not- 
ably on an earlier cruise t his year 
when visas were refused to an eld- 
erly woman and male passenger. It 
is thought that the former was mis- 
taken for the wife of an American 
author who had herself’ written 
about Russia, and that the latter 
was confused with another Ameri- 
can writer on Russia. 

The workings of the “visa lottery” 
are sometimes amusing, though not 
to the losers. In one case a woman 
traveling with twin daughters on a 
cruise ship touching Leningrad 
found she and one daughter were 
| barred, but her other daughter was 
‘admitted. Two brothers were al- 
lowd to go ashore, but their aged 
mother was obliged by the Soviet 
authorities to remain on board the 
ship. Most of the refusals in cases 
of people coming overland instead 
of with cruise ships involve persons 
born in former territories of the 
|Russian Empire or who have rela- 
‘tives in the Soviet Union. Officials 
of travel agencies have already ex- 
pressed concern over the apparent- 
ly arbitrary discrimination against 
tourists. 

That the sudden wave of _ re- 
fusals of tourist visas is connected 
with the current foreign spy scare 
in the Soviet Union is the belief 
of foreign observers in Moscow, but 
_does this explain the reason for dis- 
crimination? The xenophobia of 
the Soviet Government is becoming 
_almost as acute as that attributed 
to the Czarist Government, and is 
'more hysterical. It would, there- 
fore, be no surprise to find the 
Soviet policy reverting to the tradi- 
‘tional Russian attitude of discour- 
|aging tourists. Reports have been 
in Moscow that § Intourist 
will have its basis of operations 
greatly limited. A few years ago its 
‘income in foreign “valuta,” small 
though it always was, was a wel- 
‘come addition to the depleted 
stocks of the Soviet State. Today, 
| with the income from gold mining

Motion Picture Theaters Agree 
to Bar Children While Dis- 
ease Is Prevalent.

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Representa-

Indefinite postponement of re 
opening of public schools was or- 
dered yesterday in an effort to 
check spread of the disease. . 

Dr. Bundesen reported the situa- 
tion “well in hand.” 

Six new cases of the disease were 
reported yesterday, boosting the to- 


tal for a 32-hour period to 14. There | 
were 109 cases reported during Au- 


gust. 


Health announced it had received 
reports of 27 new cases of infantile 


paralysis in Illinois on Tuesday and | 


15 yesterday. For the week ending 
Monday, 46 cases had been report- 
ed. 


Health authorities in other cities 
took steps to combat the disease. At 
Cleveland, where 31 cases were re- 
ported last month, the Health Com- 
missioner called a conference to 
discuss possible postponement of 
the reopening of schools. 

Reopening at Omaha, Neb., and 
Council Bluffs, Ia.. was postponed 
until Sept. 13. There were 78 cases 
and 17 deaths in Omaha since May 
1. At Milwaukee, where 25 cases 
were listed, authorities barred chil- 
dren under seven from _ schools, 
churches, theaters and similar pub- 
lic places until Sept. 20. There were 
29 cases reported in Colorado. 


Infantile Paralysis Wave Slowing 
Up in Ontario. 


TORONTO, Sept. 2.—Medical ac-.

Variation is the spice of life 
and certainly it adds interest to 
the jelly shelf. Here is a plum- 
peach combination which should 
pring compliments. 

Peach and Plum Jelly. 
Three cups (1% lbs.) juice. 
Four cups (1% lbs.) sugar. 

One box powdered pectin. 

To prepare juice, cut in pieces 
(do not peel or pit) and crush about 
two pounds fully ripe peaches and 
one pound fully ripe plums. Add 
three-quarters cup water, bring to 
a boil and simmer, covered, 10 min- 
utes. ‘Place fruit in jelly cloth or 
bag and squeeze out juice. (If 
there is a slight shortage of juice, 
add small amount of water to pulp 
in jelly cloth and squeeze again.) 

Measure sugar into dry dish and 
set aside until needed. Measure 
juice into a three to four-quart 
saucepan and place over hottest 
fire. Add powdered pectin, mix 
well, and continue stirring until 
mixture comes to a hard boil. At 
once pour in sugar, stirring con- 
stantly. Continue stirring, bring 
to a full rolling boil, and boil hard 
half minute. Remove from fire, 
skim, pour quickly. Paraffin hot 
jelly at once. Makes about seven 
glasses «(six fluid onces each).

Chicken Layer Loaf and Cur- 
ried Chicken Are Variants 
of Time-Honored Dish. 


Chicken is a standby in a great 
many households. Baked, stewed, 
or fried chicken has the greatest 
number of followers and thus are 
excluded a number of interesting 
ways that would certainly vary the 
monotony. 

Curried chicken, or chicken loaf 
where one happens to have  pur- 


chased a stewing fowl, chicken 
shortcake which deals with the 
leftover problem, are only a few 
ways in which the menu may be 
varied in those families where 
chicken is considered one of the 
necessities.

There is no trick about preparing 
fried chicken, golden | 


on the interior. Enough shorten- 
ing or olive oil in a hot skillet is 
the first step. The pieces of chicken 
are dipped in seasoned flour and 
fried until brown. The heat is then 
reduced and the skillet is covered 
tightly and the chicken is allowed 
to steam for half an hour or 45 
minutes, turning the pieces occa- 
sionally. The cream gravy is made 
by adding flour to the hot shorten- 
ing in the skillet. A cup of milk is 
added and the gravy is cooked 
slowly with much industrious stir- 
ring. Seasoning is added last. 
Chicken Layer Loaf. 

A chicken and rice layer loaf that 
may be served hot or cold, with 
cream gravy or with mayonnaise is 
a dish to be prized. Aside from 
tasting wonderfully good, it has 
other highly desirable virtues. It 
may be prepared the day before it 
is to be served, and the rice makes 
the chicken do double duty. And 
left-overs, if any, taste delicious. 

Stewing fowls are the best kind 
of chickens to buy for loaf making. 
Have the market man cut the bird 
up. Ask him to ciean the feet and 
send them, too. If he sends them 
without cleaning, pour boiling 
water over them and let them stand 
for two or three minutes. The 
outer skin can then be easily 
pulled off. Cook them with the 
stewing chicken; they add gelatin | 
and body to the broth. 


er them with hot water, add a tea- 
spoon of salt and let the chicken 
simmer unti] the meat is tender. 
Remove the pieces of chicken from 
the broth and strain it. Let it 
come to a rolling boil and cook one 
cup of washed rice in it, letting 
the water evaporate so the _ rice 
grains will be dry and white.

erator for an hour. When ready to 


serve, unmold the loaf on a plat- 


ter and garnish with parsley and 
stuffed olives or sliced tomatoes, Or

USE SOUR MILK IN 
COOKING AND BAKING 


Housewife Need Not Consider 
Event a Minor Calamity 
in Houséhold. 


Even in the best regulated house- 
| holds there is occasionally sour 
milk or cream. Instead of bemoan- 
ing this event as a loss the house- 
wife should be grateful for either 
sour milk or cream may be used 
to great advantage in cooking and 
baking. 

Cakes baked with sour cream 
have a tender crumb which others 
do not seem to have, and vegeta- 
bles and chicken or veal cooked 
with it have a flavor that is quite 
distinctive and tasty. 

When sour milk or cream is used 
in baking a certain amount of soda 
| must be used to neutralize the acid 
and produce a gas which makes the 
| mixture rise. Since it is difficult 
to estimate just how acid the sour 
cream or milk is it is well to use 


a little baking powder in addition | 


to the soda. 


One cup of sour milk usually re- | 


quires one-half teaspoon soda while 
/one cup of sour cream requires 
‘about one-fourth teaspoon soda. 
The soda should be sifted with the 
flour rather than added to the 
liquid because some of the gas is 
lost in bubbles. Sour cream needs 
little or no shortening. if sour 
cream is used for waffles or grid- 
dle cakes the waffle iron or skillet 
Should be greased with a little 
shortening. If a recipe calls for 
sour milk or cream where none is 
on hand a tablespoon of vinegar to 
the cup will sour it sufficiently.

HAT woman never does a 
thing for that child. Just 
puts him out there in the 
yard with his things and leaves 
him there. I couldn’t do such a 
thing. I hurry through my work 
and take him out for a walk, and 
I sit with him when he plays. I 
couldn’t be easy if he was out of 
my sight. But she doesnt seem 
to care. I think it’s awful to neg- 


lect a child so.” 

If more mothers gave thelr chil, 
dren a little wholesome neglect 
the children would be physically 
and mentally in better health. A 
child does not need constant attend- 
ance unless he is sick, and even 
then, he needs letting alone in great 
stretches, The child who is healthy 
is active, and he needs to be al- 
lowed to follow his own scheme for 
living without the interference of 
grown-up people. 


say | 


A child of two years should be 
able to play by himself in a safe 
‘place alone, or with other chil- 
dren, for about two hours at a 
time. He needs a clean safe, en- 
closed place, for play. He needs 
some simple things, the simpler 
the better for playthings. These 
‘things ought to call for action for 
activity is the breath of 
life. A child must do and keep do- 
ing in order to grow. His doing 
must take its start from his own 
mind, and it must be carried out in 
his own fashion, so that his experi- 
ences are first hand and personal 
to him. 

When a mother or a_ teacher 
‘takes a child by the hand, leads 
him to where he wants the child 
to go, sets the program with- 
out considering the child’s wants 
or needs, follows the program 
through to his own satisfaction the 
parent or the teacher has had first 
hand experience with the child but 
the child has had none of his own 
as far as the activity which is the 
root of the matter, is concerned. 
Imposed experience, imposed be- 
havior, does not belong to the one 
imposed upon but to the command- 
‘er. Children grow only through 
‘their own experience. They are 
strengthened through the medium 
of their own initiative and their 
own creative labor. 

Is not the teacher and the mother 
to have anything to say about what 
a child should do? Plenty, and they 
say it all day and through the years. 
That is why it is so esential that 
for some time in the day the child 
should be let alone to apply what 
has been taught him, to test out 
his own powers, to feel his own 
way about. 

Teachers and parents have 
give information, 
children into right habits of work, 
self control, service.

New York Headwaiter Tells Stories of Liberal Spenders and 
Tightwads---Out-of-Towners Are Usually the “Tip-Chumps”

the hotel sculleries, 

How, too, about the late Jean 
Harlow—although why blame her? 
She and her mother were guests of 
a Hollywood producer, as a matter 
of fact, and had nothing to do with 
either the tip or the bill. But since 
the denouement came in the dining 
room of a big Los Angeles hotel, 
the waiter quite naturally was in- 
dignant. 


“I expected nothing of the girl,” 
he later wrote back to New York. 
“But the producer! He left me a 
tip of 35 cents for the three of 
them.” 


The same waiter got a 50-cent 
tip from Katharine Hepburn, he 
claims, in the famous Brown Der- 
by in Hollywood, the party calling 
for three people and the check for 
more than $7. 

That will come as tough news to 
the stenographer who apportions 
herself 30 cents for a meal and dog- 
gedly holds ou* 10 cents for the tip. 
As for the middle class 20 per cent 
tipper in the night clubs, his plight 
is a joke to us and should be to 
himself. He's so anxious that he'll 
look the part of a hot sport. His 


for inferior food or drink, but sel- 
dom lays it down for the waiter; 
the sucker, in fact, will wait his 
chance and then, when his friends 
are not looking, ease the waiter a 
small tip; “farmer’’—a_ boisterous 
patron; also one with poor table 
manners; “Sunday customer” — a 
patron who blows himself to an 
occasional restaurant meal in a 
good place; isn't accustomed to din- 
ing out. 

Largely, though, life to the man 
behind the white apron is made up 
of “stiffs” and “sports,” since all 
humanity falls either in one classi- 
fication or the other, and the by- 
products do not greatly mafter. 

It takes all kinds to make up 
both classes and some people will 
resent being nominated for the 
“stiff” role. 

But it goes and so does the ob- 
vious fact that stiffs out-number 
sports in the following list of cus- 
tomers, as seen through the eyes 
of their waiter: 

“Sports.” 
New Yorkers in general.

He winds up tipping not wisely, 
but too well. Often enough, the 
man with the Michigan bank roll— 
meaning a wad of ones—finally 
finds himself walking back from 
his date.

line. For women are notorious as 
“stiffs,” when it comes to render- 
ing rewards for service rendered. 
They don't believe in wasting 
money On a man they’re not inter- 
ested in. I think their entire psy- 
chology is tied up in just that. 

And what’s a “stiff?” In waiter's 
lingo, he’s a customer who cheer- 
fully gives the owner the full 
amount of the bill and, at the same 
time, gives the waiter nothing but 
the back of his neck. If you're in- 
terested. here's some of the servi- 
tor’s dictionary: 

“Stiff’—a poor tipper; “sport’’— 
a man who either is too lavish or 
without reason; “sucker”’—a patron

ROUT the women, I'd like to 
Aeee that we know them as not

One 
of them, I'm told, picked up a $1.50 
luncheon check at the Paradise res- 
taurant on Broadway—and left the 
waiter $1. That's silly. 


So. I think, is the story that re- 
sentful waiters had much to do with 
the untimely end of Rudolph Valen- 
tino, the movie sheik. Valentino, 
notorious as a conservative man 
with a dime, was supposed to have 
been given so many “Mickey Finns” 
by outraged waiters that he con- 
tracted a stomach ailment. 


In all my experience, I’ve never 
personally known a waiter so ma- 
licious as to administer this heroic 
potion as a medium of revenge. It 
has been done, I know, as a cor- 
rective and protective measure 
against recalcitrant guests—and the 
late Valentino was hardly that. 

There's a story around, too, about 
the Jate Charles A. Stoneham, base- 
ball owner, paying a bill for $3000 
for a series of parties and walking 
out on the waiter without leaving 
the latter so much as a_ postage 
stamp. Charitably, I'd have to say 
that Mr. Stoneham suffered a lapse 
of memory. He really was a good 
spender. 

In the same class are Vincent As- 
tor, Eddie Cantor, Johnny Weiss- 
muller, John J. Raskob, Sam Rosoff 
and George M. Cohan. The latter, 
when he was seen more often on 
his beloved Broadway, almost in- 
variably left $5 for the waiter, even 
when entertaining a few friends at 
luncheon. Cantor will and does 
leave $20 tips for a party of four. 

As for Mr. Astor, he has been 
known to drop $100 on a waiter’s 
plate after a big party—and he 
doesn’t come back the next day for 
an adjustment. He leaves that for 
the phony, and there are plenty of 
the latter. 

Some of them even have a pre- 
arranged agreement for the sake of 
impressing guests, whereby the 
waiter takes a big tip with the un- 
derstanding that the next day he 
gives most of it back. It’s kind 
of a rough racket for a man who 
doesn’t get to handle big money 
very often and its insincerity is 
such that the waiter winds up feel- 
ing no sense of gratitude to the pa- 
tron, but largely contempt. 

Everybody, as I recall, felt that 
way about the stock promoter who, 
wanting to impress a prospective 
sucker, jocularly dropped a _ $100 
bill on the plate of the hat check 
girl. Whereupon, the latter almost 
swooned, but recovered in time to 
tuck the money in her ‘stocking. 
You see, she isnt entitled to any 
part of tips, except those in ex- 
cess of $5. 

A few hours later, the philan- 
thropist was back, asking for a 
rebate. Roughly, he wanted about 


$99 back out of the hundred but | 


the girl was obdurate.

That’s generally sure-fire, but 
there’s also a build-up that precedes 
it. The suggestion of “bargains” 
on the menu, indicating an interest 
in the customer. The suggestion of 
cocktails, a certain warm-up for 
a bigger tip after the party has had 
several. The “sizing up” of the 
man who wants most to make an 
impression — when all the guests 
are clamoring for the check. 

Another infallible rule is to re 
member the customer’s name and 
his favorite dish, thus playing up 
to his vanity. I don’t say this is the 
case with Mr. Cohan and Nick, the 
headwaiter at the Astor. All I 
Know is that Mr. Cohan seldom or- 
ders his own meal there and that 
Nick averages $100 a week in sal- 
ary and tips. 

He's an exception. So is Oscar 
Witte at the Colony Club in Palm 
Beach where he made upward of 
$1000 in tips some years ago when 
the money was looser. The speak- 
easy era, you Know, was the hare 
vest time for waiters, just as No- 
vember and December are their 
best months. 

Anyhow, it’s strictly a middle- 
class living, and don’t let them 
tell you about the fortunes that 
are made with a tray in one hand 
and the check in another. There 
have been a few exceptions—not- 
ably Gus Schultz, who became man- 
ager of old Reisenweber’s; Jimmy 
Thompson, who ultimately got to 
own the Palais Royale, Rector’s, 
the Plantation and the Boardwalk; 
Charlie Cameron, who was maitre 
d’hotel at, Churchill’s, and Ben 
Ueberall. 


The latter was the first to intro- 
duce the cover charge, at old Bus- 
tanoby’s on Thirty-ninth street, and 
the first to discontinue it when he 
established the current Hollywood 
restaurant on Broadway. His small- 
est tip was 10 cents, his biggest 
$500—from a Boston man who 
wanted a ringside table at Busta- 


noby’s.

IPHTHERIA is the one dis- 
ease where prevention depends 
upon the personal effort of the 
individual. 

Typhoid fever has disappeared 
largely because of control of the 
drinking water supply. When you 
go out and get a vaccination 
against typhoid you are simply 
taking an extra precaution: you 
are making things a litle safer for 
yourself. The main guardian 
against typhoid fever is the clean- 
liness of the water supply.

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THE ISLAND OF ROSES 


By Bruno Lessing : 


RHODES, Sept. 2. 

HE Italians call this island 
T Roa. Poets, for 20 centuries, 

have called it the Island of 
Roses. It lies 12 miles off the coast 
of Asia Minor—you can clearly see 
the Turkish mountains on the main- 
land—at the point where the Aeg- 
ean Sea meets the Mediterranean. 
You are now in Homer’s bailiwick 
and if you know his Iliad and Od- 
yssey by heart there’s nothing to 
interfere with your reciting them. 

The island now belongs to Italy 
and comes in handy as a naval 
base. In its long history it has be 
longed to Phoenicians, Greeks, Ro- 
mans, Byzantines, Genoese, the 
Knights of St. John, and the Turks, 
all of whom left some mark upon 
the place. To wander through its 
hilly streets is an historical treat. 

It also has a hotel where several 
visitors complained that they were 
short-changed and where I met the 
worst head waiter I have ever en- 
countered. 

The famous Colossus of Rhodes 
was built by the Greeks after their 
defeat of an Asia Minor fleet which 
had besieged the island for a year. 
It cost exactly $900,000. It was 
built of bronze, about 100 feet high, 
and it straddled the narrow en- 
trance to the harbor. It was 
counted, in its day, as one of the 
Seven Wonders of the World. 

Anyway the Colossus of Rhodes 
tumbled into the sea fifty years 
after it was erected. They say it 
was an earthquake but I suspect 
he got tired of standing. 

The greatest sight in Rhodes is 
the collection of buildings, streets, 
bastions and moats within the 
walled city of the Knights of St. 
John of Jerusalem. This order, 
composed, as an early chronicler 
puts it, “of the bravest and noblest 
sons of the European nobility,” gov- 
erned the island for 200 years. But 
the spirit of fighting on their own 
died out in them and they built hos- 
pitals and infirmaries and resting 
places for the Crusaders traveling 
between Europe and the Holy Land. 
They became known as the 
Knights Hospitallers of St. John. 

The Street of the Knights sstill 

exists, lined on each side with 


their houses—carved with many 


coats-of-arms — a vivid, well-pre- 
served and impressive relic of med- 
iaeval life. They all had chapels 
in which to pray and old-fashioned 
cannon—you can still see hundreds 
of them—with which to kill. Also 
underground passages and torture 
chambers. They were not the lads 
to turn one cheek after you had 
swatted the other.
